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1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1-23-08 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims stand rejected for requiring greater than 15% porosity which is 
measured by the silicon present while requiring the "residual silicon" to be less than 4%. 
Applicants argument that the "residual silicon" is distinct from the "silicon particles" is 
not persuasive in overcoming the rejection. The silicon particles determine the porosity 
in the final sintered product and the residual silicon is also present in the final sintered 
product. It is not seen how they are distinct if they are both present in the final product. 
Applicants are requested to present clear definitions of both the "residual silicon" and 
the "silicon particles" because as the claims are written both residual and silicon 
particles are present. It is not clear how one of ordinary skill would be able to analyze 
the sintered body and determine which is "residual silicon" and "silicon particles". 
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The terminology "slurry-like" is considered to render the claims indefinite since it 
is not clear how much like a slurry the powder must be therefor the metes and bounds 
of the claims cannot be determined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 1 -3,7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Odaka et al (WO 200007959, 
equivalent to US 6,695,984), for reasons of record. 

Applicant's argument that Odaka et al fail to teach the claimed processing steps 
is not persuasive in overcoming the rejection because the claims are drawn to the 
sintered article. 

"The patentability of a product does not depend upon its method of production. If the product in 
[a] product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, [then] the 
claim is unpatentable even though the prior [art] product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (citations omitted). Once the examiner provides a 
rationale tending to show that the claimed product appears to be the same or similar to that of the 
prior art, although produced by a different process , the burden shifts to applicant to come 
forward with evidence establishing an unobvious difference between the claimed product and the 
prior art product. In re Marosi, 218 USPQ 289, 292 (Fed. Cir. 1983). 

As to the mechanical strength, Odaka et al teaches a higher mechanical strength 

than the instant invention. Secondly the claims are silent as to any required mechanical 

properties. 

6. Claims 4,8-1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1 1-9-06. 
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7. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
AN claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 .
